Enclosed herewith you will find a copy of an order revoking Section 4, of Article 13, of 
the Regulations of 1888 so far as relates to placing each silver coin reserved for annual assay in a 
small envelope. 

The order applies only to silver coins, but at your mint, so long as the sessions of the 
Assay Commission are held there, no abrasion being possible by transit, the order will apply to 
the gold coins also. 

Hereafter, therefore, including the coins reserved for the first two months of the present 
calendar year, the practice will be at your mint to have coins reserved at each delivery placed in 
an envelope and deposited quarterly in the pyx in such order that they may be readily reached in 
the order of the delivery when the pyx is opened in the presence of the Assay Commission. 

At the mints at San Erancisco, New Orleans and Carson the coins will be forwarded 
quarterly by express in a box containing in envelopes the pieces reserved during the quarter from 
each delivery. The gold coins reserved at the mints last named will, as heretofore, be placed each 
in a separate envelope, but the silver ones will not. 

This order will not apply to coins forwarded monthly to this Bureau for test, which coins 
will, as heretofore, each be placed in a separate envelope and forwarded by registered mail.
